Junction near Indianapolis through 
to MartVi on the Rushville division 
and from the Junction to Adams or 
the Greensburg d(vision. 
A cross 
country line of three wires will be 
used between Rushville and Shelby- 
ville, 
providing a 
loop circuit -sc 
that if a break should occur in tin 
lines of either division between Ind­ 
ianapolis and Rushville or Shelbv- 
vfl'le, current could be fed from the 
other side of the loop. 
Power for the new I. & C. system 
will be furnished by the Terre Haute 
Indianapolis 
& 
Eastern 
Traction 
Company from its central power sta­ 
tion at Indianapolis. A contract ha# 
been made with this company cover­ 
ing the entire power requirements of 
the I. & C., which will result in a 
large saving in the cost of operation 
over the present cost of making pow­ 
er at the company’s own plant here.

Chase, collector of cus­ 
toms Vi El Paso, Texas, and son-in- 
law of Albert H. Fall, because of his 
alleged participation in a conspiracy 
to mislead the senate oil committee 
as to the source from which Fall ob­

and refusing to testify before

committee. 
A resolution instructed the house 
to undertake impeachment proceed­ 
ings, was introduced 
by 
Senator 
Walsh and quickly adopted. 
Chase appeared before the com­

the answers might incriminate him. 
The vote on the resolution 
was

There was a good sized audience 
for Monday night, at the First Pres 
byterian church pre-Easter meetings 
which began Sunday, and the pa-toi 
Spoke oil the subject, “ The Hope of 
immortality

Christ.” 
The Rev. Mr. Wilson is being as­ 


s i s t e d in the service by Gerald 
E. 
B o o n e G o s p e l singer, who directs 
the music and sings at each service 
Mr. Bonney also meets school child­ 
ren of the grades 
at four o’clock 
each afternoon, at the church and 
they memorize scripture, learn songs 
and listen to a message 
suited 
to 
hildren. Each evening from 7 until 
7:30 o'clock Mr. Bct.ney meets the 
young people who are oragnized into 
a Win One club. This group is for 
igh school pupils and young people 
above the high school age. 
The Rev. Mr. Wilson will 
preach 
tonight on the topic, “ God’s Power 
to Save.”

He was con­ 
verted soon after the death of Je s­ 
us, ¡.iid had every 
opportunity 
to 
chow of the things

“ What are the consequenees if we 
eny the resurrection*? 
“Our preaching is vain. Your faith 
is vain. 
‘We have become false witnesses 
of God because we testify that 
he 
raised up Christ if He raised him not 
up. 
“ Another consequence is that we 
are yet in our sins if God did 
not 
raise up Christ, and our dead 
have 
perished. 
‘But lie has risen and become the 
lirst fruit of them that 
slept. 
His 
re-surreetion is a pledge of the resur­ 
rection of those that believe. 
“ If we can not believe the histor­ 
ical fact of his resurrection then we 
can not believe the historical facts 
of secular history of that day. 
“ His disciples actually saw Him. 
t was no mere swoon or fa:ut. He 
was seen by many on various occas­ 
ions during a period of forty days. 
“'His victory over the tomb 
as­ 
sures us of immortal 
life 
through 
Jesus."

New York, March 25— Charles E. 
Hughes may become dictator of the 
United States. 
His 
reign 
may 
begin after the 
coming presidential election, without 
himself being a candidate for the 
presidency. 
He mav continue to be 
ruler for four years without any le­ 
gal 
means of restraint to prevent 
it, and without a single vote of the 
American people at the polls or i i 
Congress having been cast for him. 
Such a possibility is near enough 
a realization for political students 
to be giving it serious considera­ 
tion. 
It does not depend on the death 
of President Coolidge. 
It may hap­ 
pen through a normal series of po­ 
litical events, which may leave the 
presidency and vice-presidency of 
the United States vacant after the 
November election and jyitomatically 
put the Secretary of State in com­ 
plete control of the government. 
If a third party is formed and nom 
inates a presidential ticket, this year 
the first steps will be taken towards 
a Hughes distatorship. 
The scan­ 
dals w h ich are being daily unearthed 
at Washington might make a third 
party very strong at the elections, 
rhefa et that both Democrats and 
Republicans have been mentioned in 
connection with the old lands' inves­ 
tigation may cause party lines to be 
partly obliterated in November. The 
third party candidates under this 
condition might easily carry several 
states. 
The 
Democratic and Republican 
tickets would proliably engage in & 
neck to-neek 
struggle, both 
being 
blamed for condition s at Washing­ 
ton. 
Neither would have much ad­ 
vantage over the other. So, with the 
third party winning some'of the elec­ 
toral college votes, Democrats and 
Republicans 
probably would 
come 
near to breaking even. 
Thus, 
when tlm electoral college 
met, none of the three tickets might 
lave a majority over all. 
The third 
party majority might keep enough 
votes from either of the two big par­ 
ties to permit choice of.a president 
for the constitution says no can­ 
didate can be chosen by the elec­ 
toral college except by a majority 
vote of all the members. If no can­ 
didate has a majority, the constitu­ 
tion directs that the election of pres­ 
ident be made by the House of Re­ 
presentatives. 
The voting in the House shall be 
by states, each state having one vote 
and a 
majority of all the states 
shall be necessary for choice. 
The 
louse shall ballot only for the three 
¡»residential candidates having had 
the 
highest votes in the 
electoral 
ollege. 
No other names can 
be 
considered. 
The present House of Representa­ 
tives would do the balloting. 
The 
louse is very closely divided, and 
third party influence might prevent 
any candidate for president receiv­ 
ing a majority of all the states. In 
that event, the constitution provides 
that if the House makes no choice 
before March Fourth, “ then the vice- 
president shall act as president, as 
in the case of the death or other 
oustitutional disability of the pres­ 
ident.” 
This section of the constitution is 
vague and might have to be inter­ 
preted eventually by 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
The vice-president before 
the Fourth of March would mean the 
existing incumbent before that date. 
But, the clause might mean the new 
vice-president-elect. 
W liatever 
the 
interpretation, 
the 
possibility 
of 
Charles E. Hughes succeeding to the 
presidency remains. 


The constitution says if the elec­ 
toral college fails to choose a vice- 
president by a majority of all the 
electors, the senate shall choose be­ 
tween the two candidates having the 
highest number of electoral college 
votes. 
But, the constitution requires 
that a majority of the whole num­ 
ber of Senators shall be necessary 
for choice.
